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UNPLEASANT PARALLEL 
1 FEW years ago, before the passions of war. were unleashed 


" in all their fury, the United States was shown clearly, by 


painstaking students, how a mounting foreign trade in muni­ 


tions gradually created an interest in the European war which 


was a large factor in drawing the United States into that war. 


W ithout drawing too exrfct a parallel, it is just as well to 
keep an eye on our present export situation. 
Almost half of 
our export trade now consists of war materials and goods closely 
related to that trade. 
Forty-two per cent at the end of the 
first year of the war, according to the Department of Com­ 
merce. 
It has undoubtedly increased since then. 


Not all, by any means, is going to Britain. 
Several Latin 
American countries, Russia, and of course, Japan, have received 
large shares. 
This war trade has developed relatively faster 
than it did in 1914. 
Conditions are not entirely parallel, and we have the ex­ 
perience of 1914-1917 to draw upon and to learn from. 
It is 
not necessary to deduce, therefore, that we are following the 
same road. 
But it does no harm to note quite clearly thfe great 
degree to which our foreign trade has now become entangled 
with wars? abroad. 


TURKEY FOR ALL 
Every once In a while there emerges from the murk and the gloom 
of sad news, both domestic and foreign, a gleam of glad tidings which 
bring« s little relief and hope to hearts bowed down with the weight 
of woe. 
From Washington, as an example, comes the word that the larg­ 
est turkey crop in the nation’s history is being fattened and prepared 
for market. It numbers 33.13S.000 birds, which, added to supplies al­ 
ready in cold storage, would provide sufficient meat, it is estimated, to 
give every American man, woman and child about two pounds for holi­ 
day consumption. If the nation again goes through with the farce of 
observing two Thanksgiving Days, this would provide a per capita ra­ 
tion of one pound for each holiday. 
There could/of course, be better news than this—news of peace, of 
freedom for enslaved peoples, of the triumph of republican principles. 
But in the absence of such news tidings erf an abundance of turkey are 
welcome indeed. 
What is now greatly to be wished for is an equitable distribution 
•f the unprecedented supply. 


A LESSON IN CHILD SAFETY 
The people of Kansas City, Mo., are happy over the fact that dur­ 
ing the last five years not one school child has been killed by an auto­ 
mobile. 
This immunity didn't just happen. 
They “planned it that 
way,” although scarcely daring to hope that the new, efficiently or­ 
ganised safety movement would prove 100 per cent successful. 
Acoording to the 1940 census, Kansas City has just over 400,000 
inhabitants. The streets are unusually wide and straight and there is 
comparatively tittle traffic congestion. 
The children had never used 
the. streets for playgrounds, as is the esse in more crowded communi­ 
ties. Yet there was an appalling toll of fatalities among pupils on their 
way to and from school. 
Safety patrols composed of older boys are not new, but they seem 
to have contributed to the gratifying result in Kansas City. Instruc­ 
tion in ordinary precautions fmined part oO the daily curriculum until 
the lesson that the child is primarily responsible for his own safety was 
hammered home to all. Pupils were encouraged to write essays on the 
avoidance of accidents. 
All these measures have now borne fruit. 
Other communities 
might well profit by Kansqs City’s example. 


GOVERNMENT WITH RED INK 
The moment that red ink appears in the ledger of a government or 
an individual it is a trouble warning. Trouble remains as long as the 
ted ink remains, although there may be legitimate reasons for accept­ 
ing the red ink as the lesser of two evils, as in the case of our defense 
program. 
Nevertheless, red ink spending and red ink financing are 
a danger signal to be heeded. 
This country was having trouble long before defense became an 
Issue. According to the ledger, it has not been out of'trouble in ten 
years. Red ink has predominated for a decade. In other words, for 
all these yean we have had to lean on the future to support us in the 
present. The fact that this cannot continue as a permanent policy is 
dimmed by the equally obvious fact that it has continued for a long 
time with no apparent ill effect. Every industry, every business, every 
financial and statistical service has accepted government’s periodic 
“contribution to buying power” as an integral part of the economic 
system. 
For example, federal deficit financing in July, pumped (or 
contributed?) $329,600,000 into the pockets of the American people it is 
argued. Largely overlooked is the fact that this “contribution to buy­ 
ing power” mutt come out of the people's pockets, for that is the only 
place a government gets money. 
The present world crisis makes it necessary that we spend bil­ 
lions of red ink dollars to defend ourselves against aggression. 
But 
if we lose sight of the grim fact that as long as red ink dollars are 
being used, *t‘ are in trouble, then we are truly living on borrowed 
time as well a | borrowed cash. Enforcement of thrift and efficiency and 
elimination o f waste in governmental affairs are an integral part of 
defense and the only cure for red ink dollars.

GOOD BOOKS BENEFIT 
FABENT—CHILD. 
Our children profit when we par­ 
ents grow more skillful in their 
guidance. You, my Fellow Parents, 
who Tend this column regularly, be­ 
lieve you can improve your parent­ 
hood as a result of reading. Some 
cf you are so busy you hardly have 
time to read more. Most of you. 
however, could find time to read 
more on child development, child 
guidance and family relationships; 
and some of you do read or you 
would not be writing me for select­ 
ed lists of books. 
It gives me a vast deal of pleasure 
to consider the thousands of par­ 
ents and other persons, throughout 
the United States and Canada who 
have written me enclosing a stamp­ 
ed. self-addressed envelope, to send 
them one or more of the numerous 
book-lists I have made available. I 
feel confident that most who re­ 
ceive these lists will read one or 
many of the books named. In case 
they do they should profit from 
the experience. 
Be Critical As You Bead 
I know, of course, as you know 
that an occasional person 
grows 
worried and confused from reading 
so many books which deal with her 
particuliu’ problems. 
Such a per­ 
son should be prevailed upon to quit 
reading all such books. But with 
this rare exception, parents, or any­ 
body else, can profit from selec­ 
tive reading. 
As you listen to a lecture, or read 
an article or book on child rearing, 
be critical. Pick out only what 
squares with your reason and expe­ 
rience. When one lecturer or an­ 
other disagrees, calmly choose from 
one or the other, or from neither. 
Reserve your own judgment You 
will be safe in keeping your eyes 
on those parents you know 
who 
have happy, likable children. Try 
to find out how these parents have 
succeeded. 
Then check what you 
find with wjiat you read. With this 
attitude you should gain a great 
deal from reading most of the books 
on the selected lists I have made 
available. 
Library Books 
Though some of you might desire 
to buy a few of the suggested books, 
most of you will choose, to borrow 
these books from the public library. 
(The librarian might suggest others 
as good.) 
If they are not in your 
library and a number of persons 
want them the library will try to 
provide them. If the library lacks 
the funds, you and your friands 
might induce one of your local serv­ 
ice and civic organizations such as 
the American Legion, Rotary, Ki- 
wanis Club. Woman’s Club or P. T. 
A. to raise the funds for a book 
shelf on child welfare and guidance. 
P. T. A.’s would do far more good 
if they bought books to help their 
members become better parents in­ 
stead of school curtains, pianos or 
radios. 
8ome of you. don’t have access to 
a public library. In this event your 
church, P. T. A. or club might be 
able to develop a library flBfparénts. 
Better ^still. you might by working 
through some 
local organization, 
create public sentiment for the es­ 
tablishment of a public library in 
the community to provide useful 
books for all the people and their 
children.

proper way to eat broiled lobster, 
how to dissect it and whether it is 
permissible to pick it up in one's 
fingers— H. H.

A small oyster fork 
should be served with broiled lobster 
so that the meat may be easily pick­ 
ed from shell. When the claws are 
served in their shells, they should 
be well broken with a nut cracker 
before being brought to the table. 
Even though they are broken, it 
will be necessary to take the claw 
in the left hand and remove the 
meat with the oyster fork held In 
the right hand. If the claws have 
not been detached from tho body of 
the lobeter, It will then be neces­ 
sary Uk tear them off and ask for 
a nut cracker, with which to break 
the shells for yourself. For obvious 
reasons, broiled lobster is never 
served at a formal dinner. If serv­ 
ed at all at such functions, lobster 
should be cooked In thermidor or 
Newburg style.

The gun is known in scientific 
circles as “linear accelerator” and 
the atomic bullets or deuterons 
come from It at a speed of 3,000[ 
mile as second. They are used to 
bombard heavy water, whose atoms 
are smashed by the bullets. This re­

the atom's internal energy, 
causing particles of the core or 
nucleus to fly off.
